ONDON, July Ii. — The heavy 

artillery fire in Belgium wün- 

in the last week, which was 
regarded here as portending a hard 
blow, at last culminated in an at- 
tack by the Germans yesterday 
against the British positions on the 
Nieuport front and the advance of 
the enemy to the right bank of the 
Leer, near the coast. The Germans 
gain, according to the British off 
cial report, extended over a front of 
1400 yards to a depth of 600 yards, 
and was due to the fact that the 
big guns of the foe completely lev- 
eled the British defenses in the 
dunes sector and by the destruction 


of bridges cut it off from any re- 
lief. 

This success of the Germans is re- 
garded here as an unpleasant inci- 
dent, all the more unexpect be- 
cause of the unbroken pr of 
the British army for the last two 
years. There is complete confidence, 

owever,. that the back ie mere- 
y temporary and & regarded as 
but further evidence that the Ger- 
mans will fight to the last man for 
their retention of the Belgian coast 
and the protection of their sub- 
marine bases there. 

It is recognized that this success 
is especially valuable to the Ger- 
mans at this moment as a eet off 
to their defeats in Galicia and as a 
possible aid in solving their internal 
troubles.

ILSON URGES BUSINESS 
TO AID NATION WIN WAR 


Scores High Ocean Freight Rates and 


Promises Just Profits. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE} 


ASHINGTON, July 11.—Pres- 
ident Wilson appealed to the 
country’s business interests 

tonight to put aside every selfish 
consideration and to give their ald 
to the nation as freely as those who 
go out to offer their lives on the bat- 
tlefield. 

In a statement addressed to the 
coal operators he gave assurances 
that just prices would be paid by. 
the government and the public dur- 
ing the war, but warned that no at- 
tempt to extort unusual profits will 
be tolerated. 

“Your patriotiem,” said the Pres- 
ident's appeal, “is of the same self- 


denying stuff as the patriotism of the 
men dead and maimed on the fields 
of France, or it is no patriotism at 
all. Let us never speak, then, of 
profits and patriotism in the same 
sentence. 

“I shall expect every man who is 
not a slacker to be at my side 
throughout this great enterprise. In 
it no man can win honor who thinks 
of himeeif.” 

“BUT ONE PRICE.” 


The President declared there 
must be but one price for the gov- 
ernment and for the public. He ex- 
pressed confidence that business 
generally would be found loyal to 
the last degree and that the prob- 
lem of war-time prices, which, he 
declared, will “mean victory or de- 
feat,” will be solved rightly through 
patriotic co-operation. 

In unmeasured terms, however, 
Mr. Wilson condemned the ship own- 
ers of the country for maintaining 
a schedule of ocean freight rates 
which has placed “almost insuper- 
able obstacles in the path of the 
government. 

“The fact is,” he dAsserted, “that 
those who have fixed war freight 
rates have taken the most effective 
means in their power to defeat the 
armies engaged against Germany.” 

Coal production and other indus- 
tries for whose products the govern- 
ment has negotiated price agree- 
ments are not taken up in detail by 
the President, his appeal dealing 
only with the general principles in- 


of | volved in the determination of war 


prices. 
TEXT OF APPEAL. 

It follows in full: 

My fellow-countrymen: The gov- 
ernment is about to attempt to de- 
termine the prices at which it will 
ask you henceforth to furnish vari- 
ous supplies which are necessary for 
the prosecution of the war, and va- 
rious materials which will be needed 
in the industries by which the war 
must be sustained. We shall, of 
course, try to determine them justly 
and to the best advantage of the na- 
tion as a whole; but justice is easier 
to speak of than to a at and 
there are some considerations which 
I hope we shall keep steadily in 
mind while this parttoular problem 
of justice is being worked out. There- 


fore I take the liberty of stating very 
candidly my own view of the situa- 
tion and of the principles which 
should guide both the government 
and the mine owners and manufac- 
turers of the country in this difficult 


To 
' A JUST PRICE. 

A just price must, of course, be 
paid for everything the government 
buys. By a just price I mean a price 
which will sustain the industries 
concerned in a high state of efficien- 
cy, provide a living for those who 
conduct them, enable them to pay 
good wages, and make possible the 
expansion of their enterprises, 
which will from time to time be- 
come necessary as the stupendous 
undertakings of this great war de- 
velop. We could not wisely or rea- 
sonably do less than pay such prices. 
They are necessary for the mainte- 
nance and development of industry; 
and the maintenance and develop- 
ment of industry are necessary for 
the great task we have in hand. 

But I trust that we shall not sur- 
round the matter with a mist of sen- 
timent. Facts are our masters now. 
We ought not to put the acceptance 
of such prices on the ground of pa- 
triotism. Patriotism has nothing to 
do with profits in a case like this. 
Patriotism and profits ought never 
in the present circumstances to be 
mentioned together. It is perfectly 
proper to discuss profits as a matter 
of business, with a view to main- 
taining the integrity of capital and 
the efficiency of labor in these trag- 
ical months, when the liberty of free 
men everywhere and of industry 
self trembles in the balance; but it 
would be absurd to discuss them as 
a motive for helping to serve and 
Save our country. 

PROFITS OUT OF QUESTION. 

Patriotism leaves profits out of 
the ‘question. In these days of our 
supreme trial, when we are sending 


hundreds of thousands of our young 
men across the seas to serve a great 
cause, no true man who stays be- 
hind to work for them and sustain 
them by his labor will ask himself 
what he is personally going to make 
out of that labor. No true patriot 
will permit himself to take toll of 
their heroism in money or seek to 
grow rich by the shedding of their 
blood. He will give as freely and 
with 
they. 
lives will he not at least 
money? 

I hear it insisted that more than 
a just price, more than a price that 
will sustain our industries, must be 

id; that it is necessary to pay very 
iberal and unusual profits in order 
to “stimulate” production; that 
nothing but pecuniary rewards will 
do—rewards paid in money, not in 
the mere liberation of the world, I 
take it for granted that those who 
argue thus do not stop to think what 
that means. Do they mean that you 
must be paid, must be bribed, to 
make your contribution, a contribu- 
tion that costs you neither a drop 
of blood nor a tear, when the whole

11.—Gen. Berthaut 
contributes to the European edition 
of the New York Herald an inter- 
esting study of the general princi- 
ples governing the American min- 
tary collaboration with the Allies in 
the war against Germany. He twits 


the censorship for its timidity in hav- 
ing first suppressed the following 
noncommital note now sanctioned 
for publication: 

“The American government will 
have its own line. of communication 
with the army from the western 
front to Washington.’ 

“What is surprising,” says Gen. 
Berthaut, “is not that the censor, 
after ripe reflection, allowed this in- 
formation to appear, but that it was 
ever suppressed. 

“It concerns, in effect, a measure 
which is imposed absolutely and 
without which a defective organis- 
tion and confusion would result. 

PARTICIPATION DEFINED. 

“The participation of the United 
States in the war.“ Gen. Berthaut 
states, “does not consist in placing 
at our disposal contingents of men. 
Neither does it consist in sending to 
us tactical unite already properly 
formed in battalions, regiments, 
brigades or larger cadres, to be used 
individually here and there under 
our command in collaboration with 
French units of the same order. 

“The United States forces consti- 
tute an independent army, having its 
own commander, general staff and 
the usual staff corps, all operating 
in close liaison with the Entente. Un- 
der such circumstances each army 
hecomes a prolongation of the na- 
tion to which it belongs. 

“The United States should know 
directly the needs of its army. In 
addition, this army should not be 
supplied through intermediaries. It 
is necessary, then, that there exist 
at the disposition of the American 
government lines of communica- 
tion, always uninterrupted, between 
ite army in the field and its base 
of supplies established in this coun- 
try. This system of communications 
is called a line of operations, and it 
is made up of lines of ships, roads 
and railways and of t 
telegraph lines. 

“In the United States, all supplies 
destined for the army will flow from 
certain centers, the confluence of 
which is called the base of opera- 
tions. From this, the line of opera- 
tions will develop across the At- 
lantic to France, where there will 
exist, by reason of the necessity of 
debarkation and reshipment, a sec- 
ondary base of operations. 

“The British line of operation in- 
cludes, as does the American, both 
sea and land lines, but of much 
less distance: and, because the rec- 
ondary basis of operations and the 
lines of operations from those bares 
will be constituted in our territory, 
it does not follow that their secur- 
ity will be complete, and that all 
risks will be on that part of the 
line crossing the ocean until the 
day arrives when the method which 
will deliver us from the German 
submarinen ie not only Invented, 
realized.”

He put on 
a pair of leather gloves to wear 
while moving the body and then 
washed them with benzine. 

Detectives visited the shop that 
afternoon, went down in the cellar 
with him, made a brief examination, 
and then left, he declared. 

Mr. Swann announced he had come 
into possession of new evidence in- 
dicating that Cocchi! had accomplices 
who aided him in getting out of the 
country.

Sulphite that cost his 
Arm $41.77 to make had been sold 
in the United States at $66.28 a ton.

LINCOLN (Neb.) July 11.— Con- 
spicuous leaders” of the Lutheran 
church in the State and “certain 
professors” of the University of Nef 
braska were denounced for 
“treasonable utterances, disloyal ac- 
tivity and passivity that has tended 
to give aid to Germany” in a state- 
ment today by the Nebraska State 
Council of Defense, “after the most 
solemn and serious investigation and 
consideration.” The statement, it is 
explained, ia based upon reports 
from various sections of the State 
and upon hundreds of letters from 
Patriotic men, many of whom de- 
clare they have lost thousands of 
Goliars because they would not 
“tamely submit to pro-German in- 
fiuences.” 

Specifically it is 
bankers who invested 
Loan bonds were threatened with 
withdrawal of deposits; that the sale 
of war bonds has been actively op- 
posed; that Red Cross relief work 
has met with an alarming an- 
tagonigm; that the Lutheran church 
has felled to take a single step to- 
ward organizing for war relief work 
and its “conspicuous representa- 
tives” have shown marked partiality 
for the German cause; that certain 
professors at Nebraska University 
have been guilty of disloyal utter- 
ances; and there are commun!- 
tles where the purpose of this war 
is not understood and where the 
sympathies of the people are with 
Germany.

Some time ago students 
protested some of their professors 
were saying, “This is not our war, 
and we will not fight because we do 
not know what it p all about.” 
When complaint was made to Chan- 
cellor Avery it is understood there 
were some conferences with profes- 
sors at which the chancellor, who 
was then urging the students to en- 
list, let it be known in emphatic 
language, such doctrines must not 
be heard in university classrooms.

“This is a wonderful picture, one 
that we shall long remember.

It 
is my firm conviction that before 
America entered the war Germany 
had both hands on top; the war was 
fought to a stalemate when we en- 
entered, but the war is going to be 
won by American soldiers. We 
Claim that we are fighting for de- 
mocracy, and that is true. If a few 
of us who have gone hep, hep, had 
had our way we would have gotten 
inte this war when the Lusitania was 
sunk, but our President kept calm, 
hoping to avert war. We let things 
go by until they rolled up into a 
great and impossible proposition; we 
clearly saw that if Germany won we 
would be under the heels of a 
despotic tyrant, and that the time 
had come to act. [Applause.]

treat shock, and we're not fully 


awake yet. When you see a vacant 
chair that your own boy sat in, then 
you'll begin to take a real interest 
in this war, which is one of the most 
stupendous conflicts that ever in- 
volved the human race.

Millions of acres of available land re 
main nop-productive in the great Southwest 
because the capital and the labor are not 
available for their cultivation. Enormous 
quantities of foodstuffs are going to waste 
because it is impossible for the farmers 
to secure the necessary labor to harvest 
the ripening crops. At a time when the 
food shortage of the civilized nations is the 
greatest in the history of mankind vast 


fertile tracts, capable in themselves of feed- 


ing one-fourth of the population of the 
United States, are lying idle by reason of 
artificial restrictions which prevent hun- 
dreds of thousands of willing workers from 
obtaining employment where labor is so 
sorely needed. 

Government experts are making reports, 
chambers of commerce are passing resolu- 
tions; but reports and resolutions are a 
poor substitute for bread. It is a recos- 
nized principle in medicine that desperate 
cases justify radical treatment; hunger is 
sweeping like a malady over a score of na- 


tions, and the only thing the Federal sor- 


ernment does is to pass bills about food reg 
ulation and price-fixing in one house of 
Congress to be rejected by the other. 

In California thousands of bushels of 
wheat lie rotting in the flelds because the 
labor was not available to harvest the stand- 
ing grain. Hundreds of farmers who were

Thirty years ago the phantom of the “yel- 
low peril” stampeded the industrial popu- 
lations of the Pacific Coast. The menace 
‘Was an oversupply of unskilled labor. Play- 
ing upon credulous tmaginations, a group 
of union-labor agitators lobbied through 
Congress the Geary act, regarded by many 
as the most remarkable restriction ever 


‘Placed in the statutes of a free people. The 


condition, real or imaginary, which led to 
this action was a glut of the labor market. 
At the present time the conditions are re 
versed; half the world is hungry and the 
labor is not available by reason of govern- 
mental restrictions to prepare its food. The 
simple and logical remedy would be to open 
the gates, temporarily at least, to enough 
foreign laborers to cultivate the productive 
areas of the Southwest until the world fam- 
ine is broken. 

Such legislation could be enacted as an 
emergency bill to meet existing conditions 
while the war lasts. It would probably be 


_{nadvisable to repeal the exclusion act in 


ite entirety at the present time. Societies 
must live after the war is over; when the 
steel of the cannon has been reforged into 
tractors and locomotives the question of 
cheap labor will be reopened. 

But it is entirely possible that the pres- 
ent shortage of labor will endure for a gen- 
eration after peace is declared. Never in 
the history of the world has the destruc- 
tion of the productive force of humanity 
been so great. Nature develops mysterious 
ways to eliminate waste. During the last 
half of the nineteenth century the forces of 
production were so co-ordinated that there 
was no demand for the unskilled labor of 
the Orient; but the present war has actual- 
ly destroyed more men than the entire work- 
ing population of Japan. There is a place 
somewhere for every labor unit in the Ori- 
ent. While ttris condition exists it is cruel 
short-sightedness to raise an artificial bar- 
rier between the laborer and the land. 

If the action of the natural forces of sup- 
ply and demand were unhampered a hun- 
dred thousand Chinamen would now be em- 
ployed planting and harvesting crops in the 
Southwest. The product of their labor 
would feed 10,000,000 people. That this 
production is not taking place is due to the 
strangle-hold that Sam Gompere and his 
henchmen have fixed on the politicians of 
the country. It is their influence with the 
President and with Congress which keeps 
a million acres idle while ten million per- 
sons go hungry. In a public statement San 
Francisco labor-union leaders have declared 
that any attempt to bring Chinese laborers 
here to harvest California crops will be 
the signal for an outbreak of civil war. 
They threaten to repeat what actually oc- 
curred in St. Louls. Sam Gompers is seek- 
ing to evade responsibility for murder and 
areon in Missouri, while his henchmen are 
openly boasting that similar outrages will 
be perpetrated if foreign labor is permitted 


to cultivate the idle acres in California and 


other Western States. 

But it ie hardly conceivable that threats 
by Gompers, McArthur and their ilk can 
deter the Federal government from assist- 
ing in the development of the resources of 
our common country at this critical time. 
Those who know the facts are fully aware 
that the alarmed souls are Gom and 
his crew; they fear that the spirit of free 
dom awakened by the world war will never 


permit the labor and industry of the United 


States te be held as a thrall for unionism. > 

An adequate protection for Amegican la- 
bor is as necessary for the fullest develop- 
ment of the resources of our country as 
pretection for American industries. But to 
carry this protection to the extent of abso- 
lute exclusion is a blunder. Millions of

COOKS SOUGHT. 


Drive to Man Army Kitchens 
is Started Here. 


Government is Preparing to 
Feed the Draft Force. 


Twelve Recruits for Various 
Arms are Received. 


Under special orders from the War 
Department, Lieut.-Col. Purviance, 
in charge of the local United States 
Army recruiting station, began a 
drive yesterday to secure cooks and 
bakers for the huge army soon to be 
drafted. Not only professional bak- 
ers and cooks are wanted, but all 
men who are familiar with the work 
in any way and who have an idea 
that they could be developed into 
good men for this work through in- 
tensive training at the army baking 
and cooking schools. 

“The army offers exceptional op- 
portunities for men in this work at 
this time,“ said Col. Purviance. “It 
is an established fact that army 
cooks and bakers are much needed 
now and have been needed for a 
long while. And now that the de- 
mand is much greater, every effort 
is to be put forward to recruit as 
many men as possible for this duty 
and to transfer what men are neces- 
sary from other branches of the 
service. A good cook or baker is 
paid well and enjoys privileges to 
which soldiers of the line are not 
accustomed, in a sense. 

“Beventeen thousand cooks and 
more than 600 bakers are to de 
needed for the new army. As many 
of these men as possible will be re- 
cruited. The rest will have to be 
transferred. And it Is important that 
these men be recruited at once, that 
training at the schools may begin 
immediately and that they be ready 
for actual service when the 
army is mobilized.” 

Eight recruits were received into 
the regular army here yesterday, go- 
ing to different branches of the field 
service, while four men enlisted in 
the National Guard. 

In the Canadian office of the Brit- 
ish service recruiting was not so 
brisk during the day. Less than a 
dozen men presented themselves for 
service. However, practically all 
were accepted, swelling the contin- 
gent to leave today for Vancouver, 
B. C., to more than thirty. Lieut. 
Simpson, in charge of the office, will 
leave with the contingent to present 
facts about Los Angeles and district 
to the commander of the Vancouver 
station, in an effort to have local 
offices established in surroundings 
towns and cities and to get addition- 
al workers for the local station.

RISE OF LAKE 
IS DISTURBING. 


Engineers are Worried Over 
Continued High Level. 


Nevertheless They Expect to 
Win Colorado Fight. 


Despite Leaks are Confident 
Levee will Stand. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—ZXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CALEXICO, July i11.—"We will 
win,” confidently declared Chief 
Engineer Clark and Consulting En- 
Anderson of the irrigation 
district tonight, after a review of 
the flood situation at Voicano Lake. 
This statement was made in the face 
of a rise of five hundredths of a foot 
in twenty-four hours at the levee. 
The resourceful heads of the pro- 
tective force, however, have seen the 
rock-ribbed bank of earth tried un- 
der an immense pressure and a 6e- 
vere wind, and are confident that it 
will hold even if the water level goes 
a foot higher. 


At Needles, the gauge dropped 
from 12.30 yesterday noon to 12.16 


at noon today. The river has 
dropped a foot and a half at this 
point in a week. At Yuma, the 
gauge height was 27.60, a drop of 
three inches. At Hanlon’s Heading 
the elevation of the surface of the 
river was 117.10, a drop of one- 
tenth of a foot. 


A VAST LAKE. 


The Colorado continues to dis- 
charge an immense volume of wa- 
ter at Yuma. Today the flow was 
137,000-acre feet, a decrease of 600 
feet over yesterday and a drop of 
6900 feet since Thursday. It is de- 
lieved that the vast lake, which has 
spread itself over that portion of 
Lower California in the immediate 
vicinity of Volcano Lake, will begin 
to fall within forty-eight hours. 
Rock trains and sand-bag screws are 
still working raising the level of 
the levee and reinforcing its south- 
ern face. 


CAUSE FOR ANXIETY. 


A 4lspatch from Imperial says: 
Gauge heights of the Colorado River 
give Volcano Lake 4 reading of 41.85 
and the continued high level ils giv- 
ing the engineers cause for much 
anxiety. Irrigation officials are at a 
Joss to explain the rise. By some it 
is believed that the water in Volcano 
Lake is at ite high stage as the re- 
sult of water still coming in from 
the break in the Saiz levee. Others 
explain that it may be due to oc- 
casional clogging of the channel be- 
low the lake and the consequent 
forming of a backwater which re- 
quires only the scouring of the silt 
of the channel to be carried off. Two 
additional gravel and rock trains 
were sent south last night bound for 
Voleano Lake levee. The levee is 
well above the surface of the water 
and the only serious question now is 
the maintenance of work against 
leaks on the west side of Voleane 
Lake levee. Great quantities of 
gravel and loose rock are being 
dumped, while the larger rock & 
being placed along the Saiz levee to 
prevent cutting. The bank of the 
canal just constructed from the 
Cudahy check to Voleano Lake was 
the only thing that saved a heavy 
discharge of water from entering 
New River, according to irrigation 
directors, who returned tonight from 
the heading.
